A  certain  number  of  coininibteos  c;.re  "being  ostcblishcd  by  the  Coi-ibined  Food 
Board  for  the  study  of  vorld  production  a.nd'  Gub""'ly  of  certain  im^::ortant 
food  items.     On  a  corrjnittee  to  study  seedo,  Ilr.,.  E,   Jo  Murphy,  Chief  of 
the  Grain,  Feed  and  Seed  Branch,  haG  been  designated  as  our  member,  v/ith 
rlr.  Vie  A,  V'heeler  and  Mr,  E,  0,  pollock  as  -altc-rnates »     On  a  com.-^.ittee 
on  liver  took  and  mrat  products,  I"t.  Karry  Reed,  Chi'-^f  of  the  Livestock 
Branch,  has  been  designated  as  our  representative,  with  I'lr,  Preston 
Richards  and  Ilr.  Murray  Morgan  as  alternates .     On  a  fats  and  oils  com- 
mittee, Mr,  Harry  Reed  has  been  designated  as  our  representative,  v;ith 
Mr,  Preston  Richards  and  Mr,  Theodore  Norman  as  alternates. 

A  certain  number  cf  commodity  committees  v;ill  also  be  established  in  line 
with  the  desire  of  the  Food  Requireronts  Comrdttee  in  v.'hich  the  agency 
in  the  Department  'vith  primary  responsibilities  for  the  comm.odity  will 
have  the  chairmanship.    To  v;hat  extent  this  program  villi  be  carrivjd  out 
remains  to  be  determined,     iiov/ever,  a  beef  comm.ittee  has  been  established, 
whose  function  will  probably  also  include  other  meats  ultim.ately,  with 
Mr,  Harry  Reed  as  chairman,  with  the  j^gri cultural  Conservation  and 
Adjustment  Administration,  ComjinoditA/  Credit  Corporation  and  the  Office 
of  Agricultural  Vv'ar  Relations  represenxed,     A  comrmttee  on  fruits  and 
vegetables  v.ith  the  sam.e  agencies  represciited,  v/ith  Mr,     .  C,  Meal, 
Chief  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,  as  chair:.:an,  is  also  in  process 
of  being  established, 

I  have  asked  Governor  To'-.-nsend,  Admmnistrator  of  tr.e  AC-'u.  to  designate 
liaison  representatives  v/hc  can  represent  the  over-all  iXAA  organization 
in  contacts  v-dth  our  commodity  branches,  and  such  designa-tions  are  being 
arranged.     The  group  of  re-presentatives  v;ill  be  headed  up  by  Mr,  Joe 
Reed,  Assistant  to  Governor  To^-^nsend,  v'hc  pendizig  the  designation  of 
full  liaison  representatives  v^ill  handle  t'ne  contacts  with  the  various 
branches.     This  is  an  important  development  because  throug]i  this  sys- 
tem we  can  hear  the  problems  of  ACxJl,  cun  obtain  its  m.est  recent  informa- 
tion V'fith  respect  to  prcducticn  problems  and  trends,  can  bring  complaints 
or  criticisms  prom.ptly  to  the  attention  cf  the  aperopriate  ccmiodity 
branches,  and  generc-1  ly  can  improve  our  cooperative  relations  with  that 
agency.     I  hope  that  the  comimcdity  branches,  not  only  the  chief  but  all 
of  tho  principal  specialists,  will  leek  to  the  AC^Ji  liaison  officer, 
dealing  frankly  and  freely  with  him.  and  utilizing  fully  through  hiin 
the  resources  of  the  ACAA  for  reachin-  producers  and  also  in  reaching 
more  frequently  stat;-  and  cove.ity  war  boards. 


When  we  arrange  for  coirmiuni cations  to  state  and  county  war  boards,  hov/ever, 
it  is  important  that  such  coimuni cations  clear  through  Mr,  J,  B.  Wycoff 
so  tha.t  he  may  notify  our  c^m  representatives  on  the  state  boards.  In 
fact  I  think  all  of  us  need  to  improve  our  efforts  in  a.  way  of  seeing 
that  all  state  and  county  war  boards  are  made  more  nearly  aware  of  whacb 
we  are  doing,  how  y;e  are  dealing  with  various  problems,  etc. 
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
